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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 14-19 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. In claims 14 and 15, there is no structural interrelationship 
between the spring and any other element; correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-7 and 10-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Dorner et al (5046566) in view of Tousi et al (6471 179). 

Dorner et al show a handle 6 that is insulated from vibrations from engine 2 by antivibration 
elements 20, 22, 23 including a rubber body 30 and sleeves 25, 26, 41. No foamed 
polyurethane is taught. Tousi et al are merely cited to show that foamed polyurethane is a 
functional equivalent or rubber and that its density and pore size may be selected to achieve a 
desired damping characteristic (col. 4, line 35 to col. 5, line 20). It would have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art to use foamed polyurethane of a particular density and pore size 
in place of the rubber elements in Dorner et al so as to optimize damping. The particular tuning 
is deemed matters of engineering design whose parameters of mass, expected frequencies, 
and spring rate are well known. The phrase "or the like" in claim 1 should be avoided.
